Hberations on Sunday and Monday. 

It is belleved that the new pro- 
posnia are based on the original 
Anglo-French plan and on the 
German Memorandum and _ that 
every ‘effort hans been made to take 
into account the German demands. - 

It is hoped that on this basis it 
will be possible to overcome ‘the 
extremely grave crisis. 

It is further ‘stated in Informed 
quarters: that publication ‘of -the 
original, Anglo-French plan and of 
the German Memorandum in the 
Press was, attributable to the Czecho- 
Slovak Legation. 

It Is polnted out, that with the 
handing in of the new Anglo- 
French proposals negotiations have 
entered a new stage. The proposals 
will be immediately communicated 
to the Progue Government. 

Informed quarters here continue to 
regard the situation os one of the 
utmost gravity.—Trans-Occan.

“These words express the con- 
sidered and emphatic judgment of 
the Labour Movement and indicate 
the only means by which, in our 
view, peace may still be preserved. 


“TY earnestly trust that His Majesty's 
Government will now decide to 
adopt and vigorously . to pursue a 
policy in conformity with this de- 
claratlon,—British Wireless. 


Anglo-French Accord 


Paris, Sept. 26. 

Political circles here attach parti- 
cular importance to the passage in the 
official communique issued in London 
after the Anglo-French conversations 
on Monday, stressing the full 
agreement. between the two coun- 
tries. 


The opinion prevails here that the 
presence of General Gamelin, the 
French Commander-in-Chief, in Lon- 
don 1s proof that France and Eng-

Danish Community 
Celobrate 


A private reception was held by 
the Danish community yesterday in 
celebration ‘of the birthday of King 
Christian X, King of Denmark, who 
was born on September 26, 1670, at 
Chorlottenlund near Copenhagen, the 
son of King Frederick VIII 
Princess Louise of Sweden and 
Norway. : 

As a youth he chose to serve as a 
Private in the Danish Royal Life 
Guards, refuslng nll special privileges. 
He often stood sentry before his 
grandfather's palace. His army ser- 
vice was interrupted by attendance 
at Oxford University, where he 
studied law. After his return he 
went back to the army and in 1900 
reached the rank of genernl of in- 
fantry. : 

On May 14, 1012, his father died 
suddenly and he came to the throne. 
-By a trenty concluded in 1918, 
Christian was alsa King of Iceland. 

During the war a desire for joint 
action by the’ three Scandinavian 
countrics In the diplomatic and po- 
lltical flelds-Ied to an unusual step, 
a number of meetings between the 
Kings, Premfers, and Foreign Minfs- 
ters being held. : 

In 1920 the monaren, feeling that 
the attitude of Zahle’s Radical and 
Socialist Cabinet on ‘the North 
Schleswig question was too moderate, 
asked the Premler to resign. He re- 
A general 
strike followed and there were some 
demands -for the’ King’s abdication. 
A Government nominated by him 
lasted only a few days, but a business 
Cabinct - restored calm and the 
monarch soon regained his universal 
Bopularity, 

On April 26, 1899, the King mar- 
ried Princess Alexandrine of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerln. There are two 
sons, Crown Prince Frederick, born 
on March 11, 1899, and Prince Knud, 
born on July 27, 1900. 

The King leads a simple life and 
Is often scen cycling alone in Copen- 
hagen-nond in holiday resorts. But 
his favourite sport is yachtlng. For 
the most part he sails in home 
waters, for. Denmark boasts of 600 
islands and a seaboard of hundreds 
of miles. He is often accompanied 
by the Queen, who js also fond of 
yachting. In the winter he goes 
ice-yachting. 


WAR RISK INSURANCE 


, Lloyd’s Cancel All 
Provisions 


E London, Sept. 19. 

Following a meeting of Lloyd's 
Rating Committce it was announced 
that notice has been given to cancel 
the provision for the Inclusion of war 
risks in all insurances contalning such 
a provision subject to a cancellation 
clause. 

The statement says: 

“All unclosed risks in respect of 
interest which has not been Joaded on 
board _sea-noing. vesseJs prior to ex- 
piry of this notice will be subject to 
the F.C.-und S. clause, but this notice 
shall not apply to risks definitely 
closed or declared and valued prior 
to expiry. of this notice provided that 
such risks have already been accept- 
ed by the underwriters. E 

“This notice to take effect as from 
midnight September 15 At the ex- 
piry of this notice all war risks must 
be covered separately in the market," 

Another statement cancelled similar 
provision for the Inclusion of wa 
risks on hull instrrances. 5 

Following actlon taken by British 
and Cannodian underwriters, Americun 
murine insurance companies have 
agreed to cancel ‘the war-risk clauses 
in’ general ‘policies covering ocean 
shipments on giving forty-cight hours’ 
notiee. i 

The F.C.S, clause mentloned in 
Lioyd’s announcement means “free 
of capture ond seizure.” Under this 
clause shippers themselves bear the 
risk of torpedoes, bombs, and mines, 
as well as those of capture and 
seizure.

FULL AND FINAL DEMANDS 


Herr Hitler then declared that his 
Memorandum containing the full 
and Anal demands contained only 
what Dr, Beney-had agreed to. 

“In shoft, s8% memorandum de- 
mands that ':tha, people who are 
German. and.,.want to come to Ger- 
many shall come to- Germany.”

Husband’s 
Desertion Of | 
Wife Alleged 
MAINTENANCE CLAIM 


Evidence was given at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday afternoon

Mr. Russ said the parties were 
married on Jonunry 22, 1937, in 
Canton at the Hotel Asia. The de- 
fondant's kit-fat .wife died about 
seven years ago, and complainant 
marricd him as a tin-fong wife. The 
father -of the complainant and -the 
go-between were present at the 
marringe ceremony, and n document 
was drawn up: nas n marriage certi- 
ficate. 

The two lived happiy untit Aprit 
Q this year, sald Mr. Russ, when 
the defendant left the 
house, 

In evidence, the complainant sald 
that she was marricd to the defen- 
dant In Canton; her father, relatives 
and friends were present aot the 
time, A sum of $150 was given to 
her parents as “cake money,” and 
a further sum of $100 was given to 
her mother for roast pigs. 

Since their marriage in Canton, 
they have been staying, in Jervoly 
Strect, and the defendant gave about 
$75 u month towards the expenses 
of the houschold. 

On the evening of March 24 the 
defendant left the house and had 
not since returned nor had he given 
her any money for houschold ex- 
penses. She had never quarrelied 
with him. ‘ 

Sometime later, she found out that 
the defendant was staying at a 
house in Hennessy Road, Wanchai; 
she went there but was abused by 
um woman who opened the door. 
She alleged that the woman told her 
she was not beaufiful enough, and 
was too clever and that was why 
she refused to allow her into the 


flat. 
-No Reply to Letters 


She wrote letters to this address 
but had no reply from defendant 
and finally she consulted Mr. Russ. 
After this, she received a telephone 
call from a nephew of the defen- 
dant, who offered to give her $200 
for a peaceful setticment of the mat- 
ter. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Prior, the 
complainant said that . she did not 
know that the defendant had a tin- 
fong wife for about ten years. She 
insisted that the marriage certificate 
contained the defendant’e chop. 
When.it was suggested by Counsel 
that this was not truc, she burst 
Into tears’ ond excitedly said she 
would “cut a cock's head’ with the 
defendant regarding this matter. 

Leung Sui-fan, aunt of the com- 
ploinont, said that the defendant had 
approached her to get her niece ta 
be his tin-fong wlfe, and she had 
written a letter to the complainant's 
parents asking for thelr consent to 
the marriage.

Philadelphia, Sept. 2. 

The coroner's jury-investigating the 
cuse of the “roasted” convicts found 
the prison superintendent, deputy 
warden, nine guards and two doctors 
criminally negligent for the convicts’ 
death, They sill face a grand jury 
which will be asked to indict them 
with = homicide and mianslaugher 
nccording to indications ‘at' the 
District Attorney's office, 


Four prisoners were found naked. 
in their cells in conditions which 
were compared by the assistant 
District Attorney with the “Blacic 
Hole of Calcutta.’ Thelr bodies 
were ‘battered and disfigured, The 
coroner had declared that death was 
due to scalding and there were signs 
of suffocntion. 


SURVIVORS’ STORY 


Convicts who survived testified 
how the stifling men screamed ‘in 
agony and beat themselves against 
the walls of their cells as the heat 
became increasingly unbearable, 

The superintendent and. deputy 
warden were released on ball of 
$10,000 cach. 

At the inquest, the gaol authorities 
denied that the convicts, who were 
found battered and disfigured, were 
scalded, They described the men as 
ringleaders in'a hunger-strike. Their 
deaths, they claimed, were the re-

LONDON, Sept. 27. 

The full text of the German 
memorandum was given to the 
press here’ by the Czecho- 
Slovakia Legation and ig com- 
mented upon by the papers this 
morning. It is noticeable | to- 
day that the sole responsibility 
for peace or war is almost un- 
animously Inid at Germany’s 
door, 

Although all papers express the 
hope that some means may be found 
of solving the Czech problem peace- 
fully, the extreme gravity of the 
situation is everywhere admitted. 

The Daily Mail, which hitherto has 
Leen pronouncedty in favour: of 
Germany, vehemently criticises Chan- 
cellor Hitler's latest proposals. 

The paper writes that only a 

ative reply could be expected from 
Prague. Owlng to the refusal of the 
Prassue Government to consider the 
German ultimatum, it is now up to 
Hitler to overcome the deadlock. 

“The next five days will be a 
uruclling experience for the whole 
world, but everybody hopes that a 
catastrophe might be averted,” the 
Daily Mail says. . 

The paper hopes that Hitler will 
now show himself conciliatory in his 
speech scheduled for this evening in 
Berlin and goes on to say that the 
British nation does not understand 
why Hitler is unable to wait the few 
weeks necossary for settling the de- 
tails of the incorporation of the 
Sudeten German territories before 
proceeding to military measures.

OME of us have now. lived in five 
reigns, . It sounds. dreadfully 
antediluvian, When a ‘friend men~ 
tloned the fact~—rather tactlessly, I 
thought—my hand involuntarily 
strayed to my head.

prophets who foretold, with documen-

Iam reminded of these gloomy 
seers to-day by our existing 
Cassandras, who keep telling us 
when the next Great War Is positively 
about to begin, It was fixed 
originally for August 12th. Now It 
hos been shifted just a month to 
September 12th, 


Awaiting the End 


Many nervous people took these 
prophets with entire seriousness, and 
even hesitated about concluding such 
business matters as house mortgages, 
They f{clt that it would be foolish to 
enter Into commercial arrangements 
which projected beyond the Last 
Trump. 


We shall see, In a month or two, 
how far our present-day  jitter- 
merchants, the up-to-date peacetime 
war-propheteers, are any nenrer the 
bull's eye than were tHose Victorians 
who. speclalised In unlverso) oblivion.

Shove-halfpenny has suddenly be- 
come a fashionable pastime in 
London. Unless I am much mis- 
taken we owe this to the ennui that 
beset on Oxford crew a yeur or 50 
ago during the long period of train- 
ing for the Boat Race, They tried 
shove-halfpenny os a relaxation; 
something to distract thelr minds 
from the appalling rowing prowess 
of a place called Cambridge. 


In' the Best Circles 


Since then it hag steadily gained 
a footing In polite society, and to- 
day in Mayfair is serlously threaten- 
ing the vonue of darts. Nobody is 
more astonished than the erstwhile 
plebelan practitioners of the shove- 
halfpenny ‘board by this sudden 
social apothcosis of their favourite 
game. But shove-halfpenny_was an 
aristocratic: pastime “three ‘centurics 
and more ogo. 


It was in Shakespeare's time, 
though at the moment I recall no 
reference to it by the bord, played 
by quite the best people, The 
earllest records of the game of shove- 
halfpenny, ‘which was then known 
either as shove-groat or slip-groat, 
occur in the Afteenth century, though 
it Is more than probable that even 
ial ancient Greeks had a name for 


King Henry VIII was on grent 
devotee of shove-halfpenny. He 
seems to have found jt an agreeable 
diversion from matrimony. There 
is a record that in 1532 there was 
pald out of the King’s Privy Purse 
to My Lord of Wiltshire,a sum due 
for Elis Majesty's losses at. shove- 
hal{fpenny—which suggests that there 
was then at least one peer of the 
realm who could shove o pretty 
halfpenny, : ‘ 

At any rate, he was uble to beat 
bluff King Hal, even with the pro- 
bable handicap on his form that one 
never quite knew, such was the un- 
certain Tudor temper, how that 
Royal loser might toke it. 

King Edward Vil—when'a Life 
Guard subaliern, called attentlon, to 
the fact that His Majesty's partner 
at whist, oa famous elderly and 
tetnperamental Duchess, hnd revoked 
~—observed that he had often awarded 
a D.S.O, for less,’ To take on Henry 
VIII at shove-halfpenny, and bent 
him to the considerable depletion of 
the Royal Privy’ Purse, must have 
been very nearly in the V.C, category 
of slmple valour, 


Game of Skill 


Believe it‘or not, shove-halfpenny 
is an extremely skilful game, re~ 
quiring Intense delleacy’ and judg- 
ment, and, above all, 1s even more 
exasperating than contract bridge. 
At Court in those days no doubt they 
Played with gold coins, not ‘half- 
pennies or groats. In‘ Ellzabcth’s 
relgn It was usual in socicty circles, 
to play with a silver shilling. That, 
at that date, was worth ‘In our 
currency about 10s ot Teast; - 

So popular as well as fashionable 
did shove-halfpenny become,in the 
Middle Ages thot {t was deemed 
desirable by the nuthorities, kIll-Joys 
then os now, to prohibit the pastime.
